4. Disqualification . -- No person who has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living or who , having a spouse living , has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with any 
person , shall be eligible for appointment to the 
service :

1. Short title , application and commencement. 
( 1 ) These rules may be called the Government of 
Goa , Directorate of Industries and Mines, Group B . 
Gazetted posts, Recruitment Rules , 1994 . 


5. Power to relax , Where the Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do , it may , by order , for reasons to be recorded 
in writing , and in consultation with the Goa Public 
Service Commission , relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons . 


2. They shall apply to the posts specified in 
Column 1 of the Schedule to these rules ( hereinafter 
called as the " said Schedule " ) . 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette . 


6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservation , relaxation of age limit and other con 
cessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Govern . 
ment from time to time in that regard . 


2. Number , classification and scales of pay. – 
The number of posts , classification of the said posts 
and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule

No. 5 of 1994 


Promulgated by the President in the Forty -fifth 

Year of the Republic of India . 
An Ordinance further to amend the Banking Regu 

lation Act , 1949 . 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the 
President is satisfied that circumstances : exist 


( c ) in sub -section ( 4 ) , 

(i) in the opening paragraph , for the words 
" Every chairman of the board of directors of 
a banking company" , the words " Every chair 
man who is appointed on a whole - time basis 
or every managing director of a banking com 
pany appointed under sub -section ( 1A ) ” shall 
be substituted ; 

( ii ) , in the proviso , for the word " chairman ” , 
the words " chairman appointed on a whole - time 
basis or a managing director " shall be substi 
tuted ; 
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(d ) in sub - sections ( 5 ) and (5A ) , for the words 
" A chairman of the board of directors ” at both 
the places where they occur , the words " A chair 
man of board of directors appointed on a whole 
-time basis or a managing director" shall be subs 
tituted ; 


( 1A ) No banking company referred to in sub 
-section ( 1 ) shall have in its board of directors 
more than three directors who are directors of 
companies which among themselves are entitled 
to exercise voting rights in excess of twenty per 
cent. of the total voting rights of all the share 
holders of that banking company." .

8. Amendment of section 46 . In section 46 of 
the principal Act , in sub - section ( 4 ) , for the portion 
beginning with the words " two thousand rupees " 
and ending with the words " one hundred rupees ” , 
the following shall be substituted , namely : — 

" fifty thousand rupees or twice the amount 
involved in such contravention or default where 
such amount is quantifiable, whichever is 
more ; and where a contravention or default is 
a continuing one, with a further fine which 
may extend to two thousand and five hundred 
rupees ” . 


( iii) for the words " appointed as chairman " , 
the words appointed as chairman on a whole 
-time basis or a managing director " shall be 
substituted ; 


9. Amendment of section 46A . - In section 46A 
of the principal Act , for the words. " Every chairman , 
director, auditor " , the words " Every chairman 
appointed on a whole- time basis , managing director , 
director , auditor " shall be substituted . 


( f) in sub -sections (8 ) and (9 ) , for the word 
" chairman " , wherever it occurs , the words " chair 
man of the board of directors appointed on 
a whole-time basis . Or a managing director ” shall 
be substituted . 


3. Amendment of section 10BB.- In section 10BB 
of the principal Act, for the word " chairman ” , 
wherever it occurs, the words " chairman of the 
board of directors appointed on a whole -time basis 
or a managing director " shall be substituted . 


— In section 47A 
of the principal Act,

" (2 ) For the purpose of adjudging the penalty 
under sub -section ( 7 ) , the Reserve Bank shall 
serve notice on the banking company requiring 
it to show cause why the amount specified in 
the notice should not be imposed and a reason 
able opportunity of being heard shall also be 
given to such banking company ." . 


6. Amendment of section 12. In section 12 of 
the principal Act , in sub - section (2 ) , for the words 
" one per cent." , the words " ten per cent." shall be 
substituted .
